Simple  Directions  for  Laying 
Floor  Tile 

The  foundation,  not  less  than  3  inches  deep,  should  allow  from  2 
to  2^  inches  for  concrete  and  the  remainder  for  the  cement  coat  and 
tile.  The  concrete  should  consist  of  one  part  cement,  two  parts  sharp 
sand  and  two  parts  gravel,  all  well  mixed  ulth  water  and  beaten 
down.  Next  comes  the  cement  coat,  consisting  of  equal  parts  of  sand 
and  cement.  This  is  spread  evenly,  and  the  tiled  sheets  are  laid  care- 
fully on  it  with  the  paper  side  up.  Only  part  of  the  floor  should  be  laid 
at  a  time,  and  when  it  has  been  covered,  the  tile  should  be  beaten 
into  the  mortar  with  a  block  and  hammer,  until  the  mortar  is  visible 
}n  the  joints  between  the  paper.  Then  the  paper  sliould  be  thoroughly 
soaked  and  removed  by  starting  from  a  corner  and  peeling  it  off 
slowly.  Then  the  tile  should  be  sprinkled  with  white  sand,  and  the 
surface  made  perfectly  level  by  beating  it  down.  After  this,  the  floor 
should  set  for  two  hours,  and  then  the  joints  should  be  filled  in  with 
a  thin  mixture  of  pure  liquid  cement,  the  surplus  cement  being  re- 
moved by  wiping  with  a  wet  flannel.  Let  the  floor  stand  for  a  day 
or  two  and  then  rub  It  with  sharp  sand  and  a  piece  of  soft  lumber. 

IMPORTANT  :  Care  should  be  taken  that  the  foundation  and  floori 
are  niado  perfectly  level,  and  tliat  the  sheets  are  laid  tlo^e  togethar  to 
Ehow  nn  large  joints.
